Miss Dolb y, when Jen» y Lind came 
to England in Jb iT, was« slim waisted, 
tall, dark girl, well proportioned, q u ite 
solid and u ncthereal, hu t a most earnest 
and coiiHoientiou B stu dent, gifted with 
a su perb d e e p contralto and a b onhomie 
and homely grace of her own that won, 
withou t exactly fascinating, the pu b lic 
at first. She was eq u ally good at a rou s 
ing Scotch song or a fireside domestic 
b allad (John Mu llah wrote tho famou s 
“ Three Fishers” for her in his later 
days), hu t in oratorio, and in her own 
way, Miss Dolb y was su preme—not sec­ 
ond ev en to Jenny. Certainly she nev er 
had that extraordinary and weird mag 
net ism which made u nmu sical fx*ople 
like » Stanley, afterward the celeb rated 
dean of Westminster, rav e ab ou t her 
great soprano riv al, Jenny. 
Bu t tin 
Dolb y was lietter looking than Jenny, 
thou gh nev er downright pretty—v ery 
dark and handsome one might call her, 
with a certain emb onpoint after JO 
which she b ore gracefu lly, b u t which 
did not add to her gra< e. 
Miss Dolb y’s moment came. 
When 
Jenny Lind retired from the stage, tin 
prima at once shone ou t as an oratorio 
star of tin* lirst magnitu de 
» She thu s 
directly inv aded u sphere in which Clara 
Nov dlo, soprano, and Miss Dolb y, con­ 
tralto, reigned su preme. 
Jenny Lind 
did not apparently accept the situ ation 
q u ite u s gracefu lly as she cou ld well 
hav e all'orded to do. It was to her a m* 
eessity to ou tshine ev ery one. Mendels­ 
sohn was dou b tless a good deal smitten 
with the Swedish nightingale, 
lit* not 
u nnatu rally wrote his great soprano 
parts with In r in his eye—or rather his 
ar. 
Many can rememb er her entrancing 
singing of “ Jeru salem” in “ St. Pau l” 
u ni tin* seraphic way in which her div ine 
v oice—spirit, I had almost said—wou ld 
soar ab ov e the rest in tin* great dou b le 
q u artet in “ Elijah, ” “ 1 Le Shall Giv e 
His Angels ( b arge Ov er 'Plu s’. ” Bu t 
Miss Dolhv was not happy. 
»Sin* l'elt 
q u ite aggriev ed at the mu sic of “ St. 
Pau l. 
fi hattin* lirst contralto singer in 
Lu g land, who had scored ev en in (hr 
many against Jenny Lind, shou ld hav e 
so little to do in “ St. Pau l” \v im too 
had. 
Tin* following episode 
has, I b eliev e, 
nev er b een printed. 
I had it from tin* 
lips of Miss Dolb y’s sister, afterward 
Mine. Sainton, now in Au stralia. 
‘‘Dr. Mendelssohn, ” says Miss Dolhv . 
1 lit*i* at tli height of her popu larity, ‘*1 
do hope you won’t treat tliA contraltos 
sa b adly in you r next oratorio.” 
“ BadlyV 
says Mendelssohn. 
“ M 
dear Miss )olb y, what do you mean? 
always treat ev ery one as fairly a s pos 
s. hie.” 
“ Not at all, ’ says Miss Dolb y. 
“ \V 
hav e next to nothing to do in “ St 
Pau l” —nothing to show u s off to ad 
v antage, I mean.” 
Mendelssohn was 
then writing Ins “ Elijah.f* 
“ Well, Miss Dolb y, what do you 
want?” 
“ I want two good solos and some ni< 
little hits.” 
“ Stay! 
says tin’ amiab le composer 
taking ou t his noteb ook. 
“ ‘Two good 
solos and some nice little hits,’ ” and lit 
wrote it down, with that well known 
most fascinating smile which, once seen 
cou ld nev er he forgotten. When “ Elijah’ 
came ou t, in addition to the “ nice litth 
hits, 
Miss Dolb y, to her delight, fou nd 
the two immortal songs which she » su b 
seq u ent ly made almost her own— ‘‘Wot 
Woe Unto Them!” and “ Oh, Best In 
the Lord!” 
Dr. Mendelssohn sent for her, and at 
Exeter hu ll, in a room down stairs, ho 
tried ov er tho two songs, accompanying 
them himself 
When she hu d su ng “ Woe, Woe!’ 
Mendelssohn tu rned rou nd and said, 
lliat will 1m* tin* fav orite contralto 
song. ” 
Miss Dolhv replied: “ I differ with 
you , Dr. Mendelssohn. ‘Oh, Best In tin 
Lord!’ will b e the fav orite, it will takt 
the pu b lic fu r more than ‘Woo, woo!’ ’ 
Flic then sang it, Mendelssohn aceom 
panying in a sort of listening trance, 
with his his head on one side, a way 
he had, and at the end he seemed q u ite 
ov ercome, as tens of millions hu \e b een 
since hy her rendering of that inspired 
melody. 
“ You an* right, Miss Dolb y. 
That will b e the nucccss. ” And so il 
was.—Kcv .

l i f e in O lden E n g la n d . 
In his you th Au gu stu s J. (j. Hare 
'iv ed with his adopted parents at a rec­ 
tory in » Shropshire, and of the life there 
lie giv es some pictu resq u e details in the 
story of ins life: 
When there was “ a wash” at » Stoke, 
which was ab ou t ev ery three weeks, it 
was a ru le with granny that, su mmer 
or winter, if mu st always D gin at 1 a. 
m. At that hou r old Hannah Berry u sed 
to arriv e from the v illage, the oopp« rs 
were heated and the maids at work. 
The ladies’ maids, who were expf’Cted to 
do all tlie tine mu slins, etc., themselv es, 
had also always to b e at the washttib s 
at 8 a. m —b y candlelight. 
If any one 
was late, the hou sekeeper reported to 
M rs. 
L**yc( 
u pon them pretty sharply. 
Generally, 
howev er, her real practical kindness and 
generosity prev ented any one minding 
Mrs. Inv estor's sev erity. It was looked 
u pon as only “ her way,” for people 
wen* not so t< ndt r in those days as they 
are now, and certainly no serv ants wou ld 
hav e thou ght of giv ing u p a place which 
was essentially a good one tieoau se th» v 
were a little rou ghly handled b y their 
mistress, in those days serv ants were as 
liab le to p< rsonal chastisement as the 
children of the hou se and wou ld as little 
thou ght of resenting it. 
“ You don’t 
su ppose Um going to hu rt my hand b ox 
ing you r ears, ” said granny when ab ou t 
to chastise tie* school children she was 
t e a c hi n g, and she wou ld take u p a b ook 
from the tab le and u se if sou ndly, and 
then say. “ Now wr mu stn’t let the oth 
er ear he jealou s, “ and tu rn the child 
rou nd and lay on again on the other 
side. 
Granny constantly 
b oxed her 
hou semaids’ ears, and, alas, when lie 
grew v ery old, she u sed to b ox dear 
grandpapa's, t hou gh she lov ed him dear 
ly, the great sou rce of offense b eing that, 
he wou ld sometimes slyly giv e the serv ­ 
an t’s elb ow a tip when his daily tab le 
spoonfu l of b randy was b eing pou nd 
ou t.

Indeed, it is a 
real friend, b ecau se it nev er deserts you , 
nev er goes b ack on you , nev er changi , 
u nless someb ody b orrows it, and that is 
not the b ook's fau lt.
